Dz Tooqusvi.ie was the first to call atten- 
tion to the enormous gain to hoamanity that 
would result from the success of the political 
experiment which we were making on this con- 
tinent, from the single fact that it would accus- 
tom great and powerful communities to sub- 
mit their differences to jadicial arbitrament, 
and would make it a point of honor with them 
to abide by legal precedents, instead of resort- 
ing to the sword. To know what this Federal 
system of ours, if it can only be perpetuated, 
will save the inhabitants"of this continent in 
money and bloodshed, we have only to study 
the history of Europe during the last six cen- 
turies. We do not mean ‘to say that it is 
probable that, without the Union, we should 
have here a faithful repetition of all the hor- 
rors through which Europe has passed since 
the Crusades, because the advance of civiliza- 
tien and the stronger hold of the precepts of 
Christianity on men of all classes, would give 
our wars @ tinge of gentleness and humanity 
by which those of the Old World were not 
marked vuntilour day.
